Annual  Meeting. 


26th  FEBRUARY,  1931. 


■yHE 

Annual  General  Meeting  of  the  Governors  was  held  in 
the  Gordon  Hall,  Carlton  Road,  Southampton,  on  Thursday, 
26th  February,  1931.  The  Chair  was  taken  by  Dr.  A.  A.  MacKeith 
(Chairman  of  the  Committee  of  Management). 

In  moving  the  adoption  of  the  Report  of  the  Management 
Committee  and  the  audited  Accounts  for  the  year  ended  31st 
December,  1930,  the  Chairman  drew  special  attention  to  the 
increase  in  the  number  of  Patients  and  Out-Patient  attendances 
during  the  year.  He  also  pointed  out  that  there  was  a  substantial 
increase  in  the  amount  received  from  paying  In-Patients  in 
comparison  with  the  previous  year.  There  was  a  very  welcome 
increase  in  the  amount  received  from  the  Contributory  Scheme 
$)f  the  Southampton  and  District  Hospitals  Association.  The 
rebuilding  of  the  Out-Patient  Department  was  making  good 
progress,  and  the  general  scheme  of  the  Committee  had  been 
very  much  facilitated  by  the  acquisition  of  the  adjoining  property, 
No.  2,  Carlton  Road ;  the  use  of  part  of  the  garden  of  that 
house  had  enabled  the  Committee  to  obtain  all  the  extensions 
they  require  to  make  their  building  scheme  a  success. 

The  Chairman  mentioned  that  during  the  year  an  evening 
session  had  been  started,  which  was  restricted  to  those  who  are 
in  paid  employment  on  the  day  of  attendance.  These  facilities 
had  not  been  taken  advantage  of  to  the  extent  the  Committee 
had  hoped,  but  it  was  felt  that  the  attendances  were  sufficient  to 
justify  the  continuance  of  the  session. 
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He  referred  to  the  retirement,  through  ill-health,  of  Miss 
A.  M.  Monk,  after  30  years’  service  as  Matron  of  the  Hospital. 
The  Committee  had  been  fortunate  in  obtaining  the  services  of 
Miss  C.  Howcroft,  who  was  fulfilling  their  expectations,  and  the 
Committee  were  perfectly  satisfied. 

Alderman  F.  R.  Brown,  in  seconding,  said  that  everyone 
concerned  was  to  be  congratulated  on  the  satisfactory  Report. 
The  motion  was  supported  by  Mr.  G.  A.  Waller,  who  pointed  out 
that,  owing  to  the  way  in  which  the  Hospital  finance  had  been 
managed,  the  Committee  were  able  to  embark  on  the  building 
extension  without  a  desperate  appeal  to  the  public. 

After  questions  had  been  answered  by  the  Chairman,  the 
Report  and  Accounts  were  unanimously  adopted. 

A  Report  on  the  Medical  work  of  the  Hospital  was  given  by 
Dr.  A.  B.  Zorab,  who  referred  to  the  large  number  of  cases  of 
foreign  bodies  and  perforating  injuries,  of  which  he  thought  a 
great  many  were  preventable.

FINANCE. 

There  has  been  a  slight  falling  off  in  the  subscriptions  and 
donations  received  during  the  past  year,  but,  considering  the 
general  financial  situation,  the  result  can  be  considered  very 
satisfactory. 

Contributory  Schemes  have  yielded  an  increase,  which  is  due 
to  the  continued  developments  in  this  direction. 
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It  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  this  Hospital  makes  no  charge 
for  the  treatment  of  Patients  other  than  those  who  have  been 
admitted  to  the  paying  beds,  so  that  a  vast  amount  of  service  is 
gratuitously  rendered  to  the  poor,  and  in  these  circumstances  it  is 
very  desirable  that  voluntary  contributions  should  be  maintained. 

The  Committee  are  very  grateful  to  those  who  have  so  kindly 
aided  in  the  continued  financial  support  of  the  Hospital,  and  it  is 
gratifying  to  record  the  substantial  amounts  allocated  by  the 
Shipping  Companies  from  their  steamer  collections,  particularly 
having  regard  to  the  acute  depression  which  that  industry  is  at 
present  facing.

CONTRIBUTORY  SCHEMES. 

The  total  amount  received  from  Contributory  Schemes  during 
the  year  under  review  was  £1,310  3s.  9d.,  against  £969  5s.  2d.  in 
the  preceding  year,  which  shows  a  very  satisfactory  increase. 

The  amount  received  from  Employees'  Penny-in-the-Pound 
Funds  totals  £1,506  11s.  yd.,  against  £1,738  11s.  2d.  in  1930.  The 
reduction  here  is  due  to  the  unemployment  from  which  the  town, 
in  common  with  the  country  generally,  is  suffering. 

NEW  OUT-PATIENT  DEPARTMENT. 

The  rebuilding  of  the  Out-Patient  Department  was  completed 
in  readiness  for  the  Opening  Ceremony  on  20th  July,  1931. 

The  Committee  of  Management  hoped  to  have  had  the  pleasure 
of  welcoming  their  President,  the  Right  Revd.  the  Lord  Bishop  of 
Winchester,  to  perform  the  ceremony,  but  illness,  unfortunately, 
prevented  his  attendance,  and  his  place  was  kindly  taken  by  the 
Bishop  of  Southampton. 

The  transfer  to  the  new  Department  was  made  during  the 
first  week  in  August,  and  the  Committee  are  very  satisfied  with 
the  facilities,  which  have  enabled  the  work  to  proceed  with  greater 
dispatch  and  with  greater  comfort  to  the  Surgical  Staff  and  to  the 
Patients. 

The  total  cost  of  the  building,  including  new  oil-burning 
plant,  amounts  to  £5,274  8s.  2d.,  and  new  furnishing  and  equip¬ 
ment  has  been  installed  at  a  cost  of  £256  os.  qd.  The  Committee 
of  Management  desire  to  express  their  very  grateful  thanks  to 
Mr.  L.  Hudson  Verity  for  gratuitously  providing  additional 
equipment  to  the  value  of  £268  15s.  6d.,  which  has  effected  a 
saving  of  this  amount  to  the  Hospital. 

To  enable  funds  to  be  raised  to  meet  the  cost  of  this  new 
Department,  investments  were  realised,  yielding  £3,940  7s.  2d. 
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EVENING  SESSIONS. 

The  inauguration  in  1930  of  an  Evening  Session  on  Thursday 
in  each  week  continues  to  show  that  this  departure  is  much 
appreciated  by  those  whose  employment  renders  it  difficult  to 
attend  in  the  daytime. 

PREVENTION  OF  ACCIDENTS. 

During  the  year  the  Committee  supplied  to  the  various  works 
specimen  veils  to  be  worn  by  workmen,  with  a  view  to  preventing 
accidents  to  the  eyes.  These  veils  have  been  very  favourably 
reported  on,  and  the  Committee  feel  that  they  have  thereby  aided 
in  carrying  out  preventive  work. 

SUPERANNUATION  FUND. 

In  order  to  meet  the  cash  requirements  of  this  Fund  during 
the  year  before  the  next  Annual  Meeting,  the  Committee  recom¬ 
mend  that  the  sum  of  £86  be  transferred  from  the  General  Funds 
of  the  Hospital  to  the  Superannuation  Fund,  to  be  retained  in 
the  Banking  Account  for  that  purpose.  They  also  recommend 
the  transfer  of  £200  from  the  General  Funds  for  the  purpose  of 
increasing  the  capital  investment  of  the  Superannuation  Fund. 

HONORARY  OFFICERS. 

Trustee. — The  Committee  record,  with  very  much  regret, 
the  death  of  Col.  Frank  Willan,  one  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Hospital, 
who  has  been  actively  associated  with  the  Institution  since  the 
year  1893.  Col.  Willan  maintained  his  interest  in  the  Hospital 

to  the  end. 

* 

Hon.  Treasurer. — Mr.  P.  Withers,  who  had  held  the  office 
of  Hon.  Treasurer  since  the  year  1922,  resigned  the  appointment 
during  the  year,  and  the  Committee  had  pleasure  in  appointing 
Mr.  H.  R.  Harding,  Manager  of  Lloyds  Bank  Ltd.,  Avenue 
Branch,  Southampton,  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

Hon.  Consulting  Electrical  Engineer. — Mr.  H.  Wauchope 
has  kindly  consented  to  act  as  Honorary  Consulting  Electrical 
Engineer. 

COMMITTEE. 

During  the  year  the  Committee  received  with  much  regret 
the  resignation  of  Alderman  F.  R.  Brown,  J.P.,  and  Mr.  E.  M. 
Lowe  was  elected  to  the  vacancy.  The  Committee  desire  to  place 
on  record  their  appreciation  of  Alderman  Brown's  services  to  the 
Hospital. 
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The  following  members  of  the  Committee,  retiring  in 
accordance  with  Rule  4,  offer  themselves  for  re-election  at  the 
Annual  General  Meeting,  viz.  :  Mrs.  Wentworth-Sheilds,  and 
Messrs.  E.  C.  Redman,  C.  W.  Gale,  R.  J.  Nash,  and  J.  Robbins. 

The  Committee  again  wish  to  express  their  thanks  to  all  who 
have  supported  the  Hospital,  financially  or  otherwise,  during  the 
year,  and  to  express  their  gratitude  to  the  Honorary  Officers, 
Medical  Officers,  Matron,  Nurses,  Secretary,  Office  and  Domestic 
Staffs  for  their  attention  and  devotion  to  their  several  duties. 

I11  conclusion,  the  Committee  express  their  thankfulness  to 
Almighty  God  for  continued  blessings  bestowed  on  the  Hospital 
year  by  year.

OPENING  OF 

NEW  OUT-PATIENT  DEPARTMENT. 


HpHE  new  Out-Patient  Department  of  the  Southampton  Free 
^  Eye  Hospital  was  opened  and  dedicated  on  Monday,  20th 
July,  1931,  by  the  Bishop  of  Southampton,  who  officiated  in  the 
absence,  through  indisposition,  of  the  President  of  the  Hospital, 
the  Rt.  Revd.  the  Lord  Bishop  of  Winchester. 

The  Bishop  of  Southampton  was  assisted  in  the  Dedication 
Service  by  the  Chaplain  to  the  Hospital,  the  Revd.  F.  C.  Kirby 
(Vicar  of  St.  Paul’s),  the  choir  boys  of  which  Church,  with  Mr. 
C.  Blake  (lay  reader),  led  the  singing,  under  the  direction  of  Mr. 
B.  A.  Johns  (organist  and  choirmaster). 

The  first  part  of  the  ceremony  took  place  at  the  Carlton  Road 
entrance  to  the  new  department,  where  the  Chairman  of  the 
Committee  of  Management  referred  to  the  absolute  necessity  of 
the  latest  development,  and  said  the  limited  accommodation  for 
Out-Patients  had  been  a  source  of  worry  to  the  Committee  for 
many  years.  The  cost  of  the  building  would  be  about  £5,000, 
but  the  Committee  had  looked  ahead  to  the  extent  of  twenty  or 
thirty  years,  and  had  gone  to  considerable  expense  in  strengthening 
the  walls  and  foundations  so  that  two  storeys  might  be  added  to 
the  present  building  if  they  were  found  necessary  in  the  future. 

They  believed,  he  added,  that  the  department,  both,  as  regards 
the  building  and  its  equipment,  would  compare  favourably  with 
the  Out-Patient  Department  of  any  Eye  Hospital  in  the  country. 

The  Bishop  was  then  invited  to  open  and  dedicate  the  new 
building,  the  key  to  which  was  handed  to  him  by  Col. 
R.  F.  Gutteridge. 

Before  the  door  of  the  new  department  was  unlocked  a  short 
Service  was  held,  followed  by  the  Dedication  Service  in  the  new 
building,  where  prayers  were  offered  by  the  Chaplain,  and  the 
Bishop  dedicated  the  department  "  To  the  Glory  of  God,  and 
for  the  help  and  healing  of  the  blind.” 

The  Bishop  of  Southampton  said  that  it  had  not  been  a 
fancy  enterprise  on  the  part  of  the  Committee  of  Management. 
It  was  not  likely  that  they  would  detach  about  £250  a  year  from 
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their  income  from  investments  for  those  extensions  without  there 
being  a  practical  need.  The  Hospital's  patients,  of  whom  the 
majority  were  Out-Patients,  had  risen  from  nearly  6,000  in  1920 
to  8,421  in  1930.  That  suggested,  even  for  the  Out-Patients 
work,  the  possibility  of  the  Hospital  requiring  still  further 
accommodation . 

It  must  strike  everyone  how  peculiarly  acceptable  work  done 
for  the  blind  must  be  to  our  Lord,  because  it  was  quite  a  con¬ 
spicuous  feature  of  His  own  ministry.  It  had  an  instantaneous 
appeal  to  all  kindly-hearted  people,  and  he  (the  Bishop)  always 
regarded  it  as  peculiarly  Christlike  work. 

They  thanked  God  for  much  work  for  the  blind  that  was  done 
all  over  Hampshire  and  in  Southampton,  and  he  hoped  that  a 
great  many  of  the  young  people  present  that  afternoon  would 
look  out  for  opportunities  to  do  something  for  blind  people. 

That  day,  more  particularly,  they  thanked  God  for  a  work 
that  very  few  of  them  could  do,  namely,  the  curative  work  for 
which  the  Hospital  stood,  and  they  prayed  that  God’s  blessing 
might  rest  upon  it. 

In  conclusion,  the  Bishop  tendered,  in  the  name  of  those 
present,  congratulations  and  gratitude  to  those  who  had  been 
responsible  for  the  successful  carrying  through  of  the  development 
scheme. 

The  Service  was  concluded  with  the  hymn  “  Now  thank  we 
all  our  God,”  and  the  Benediction  pronounced  by  the  Bishop. 

Tea  was  afterwards  provided,  and  an  opportunity  was  afforded 
of  inspecting  the  new  department,  which  was  the  subject  of 
general  admiration. 
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POUND  DAY. 


npHE  Annual  Pound  Day  Service  was  held  on  Monday,  12th 
October,  1931,  and  was  conducted  by  the  Chaplain,  the 
Revd.  F.  C.  Kirby. 

In  a  brief  address  the  Revd.  F.  C.  Kirby  said  that,  as  in  the 
days  when  He  was  on  the  earth,  our  Lord  looked  with  compassion 
upon  the  men,  women  and  children  who  were  in  our  Hospitals 
and  Institutions.  They  should  try  to  catch  something  of  His 
spirit  of  love  in  action.  They  were  labourers  with  God  in  the 
work  they  were  doing — the  alleviation  of  human  suffering. 

The  singing  was  led  by  boys  of  the  St.  Paul's  Church  Choir, 
accompanied  by  Mr.  E.  H.  Gadd  on  the  harmonium. 

Dr.  MacKeith,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  of  Management, 
welcomed  the  Mayor  (Councillor  E.  W.  Cross),  and  regretted  that 
indisposition  prevented  the  Mayoress  from  attending. 

The  Mayor  recalled  that  it  was  about  forty  years  ago  that  a 
number  of  men  and  women  banded  themselves  together  to  form 
the  Hospital,  and  commented  on  the  wonderful  growth  of  the 
town  since  then.  In  those  days  Shirley,  Portswood  and  Bitterne 
Park  were  regions  of  fields  and  orchards,  and  the  population 
numbered  about  60,000.  To-day  it  was  over  170,000,  and, 
therefore,  it  was  obvious  that  there  was  a  much  greater  need  for 
the  Institution. 

Many  of  the  patients  were  men  who  were  engaged  at  one  or 
other  of  the  many  factories  of  the  town,  where  there  was  much 
greater  danger  of  eye  injury  than  in  many  occupations. 

The  most  precious  of  all  our  faculties  was  our  sight,  and 
hundreds  of  thousands  of  people  had  been  treated  at  the  Hospital, 
who,  but  for  its  services,  might  have  lost  their  sight. 

The  Mayor  appealed  to  all  the  supporters  of  the  Hospital 
to  do  their  utmost  to  help  it  financially. 
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Dr.  A.  B.  Zorab  said  that  those  in  charge  of  the  Hospital  had 
given  very  careful  consideration  to  all  expenditure  to  see  that  the 
money  contributed  by  the  subscribers  produced  the  very  best 
results.  They  had  now  such  premises  as  would  enable  anybody 
to  work  in  them  and  give  of  their  best.  He  proposed  a  vote  of 
thanks  to  the  Mayor  for  his  attendance,  and  this  was  seconded 
by  Mrs.  Burton. 

The  Mayor  congratulated  the  officials,  staff  and  helpers 
on  the  successful  way  they  were  carrying  out  their  work, 
and  expressed  the  hope  that  the  Institution  would  continue  to 
progress. 

The  Revd.  F.  C.  Kirby  and  the  Matron  responded. 

The  arrangements  during  the  day  were  carried  out  under  the 
supervision  of  the  Matron  and  Mrs.  Burton,  who  were  assisted 
by  Mrs.  Attwood,  Miss  Burton,  Mrs.  Burnett,  Mrs.  Coombes,  the 
Misses  Heathcote,  Mrs.  Hybart,  Mrs.  Kemp,  Mrs.  MacKeith, 
Mrs.  Nightingale,  the  Misses  Oliver,  Mrs.  Pendered,  Mrs.  Redman, 
Miss  Sandeman,  Mrs.  Simpson,  Mrs.  Sykes,  Miss  Wauchope,  and 
Mrs.  Wentworth-Sheilds.
